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TERRIER ATTACKS A TIGER.

Badly M»nle«, But Saved by 


a Lnclcr Shot, 


Tigers are not so common in India 


now as they used to be jears ago, and 
so when a big maneatcr was discovered 
iu a garden in the outskirts of Jalna, 
next to a lawn on which several men 
and women were playing tennis, there 
naturally was a big panic and a great 
scampering to places of safety. 


Capt. R. G. Burton, of the English 


army, with a friend nnd some native 
servants, started out to slay the beast. 
A bull terrier, pet of the captain, fol- 
lowed, and when they got to the com- 
pound the terrier made a rush into a 
big patch of jungly grass there and be- 
guit barking furiously. 


To the surprise of the whole party, 


tho tiger turned tail and fled from the 
dog, but on reaching the open the beast 
sprang upon one of the cuptain'a serv- 
ants and disemboweled him with one 
sweep of a monster paw. Before be 
could open fire upon it the tiger had 
cleared a hedge, crossed the tennis 
ground to the accompaniment of a wild 
chorus of shrieks as the players fled in 
dismay, and hid among the bushes in 
a garden adjoining the court. By this 
time a. dozen other men, armed with 
rifles, had joiped in the chase. 


The bull terrier had stuck close to 


the heels of the maneatcr, nnd by his 
barking directed them to the boast's 
new hiding place. As it darted into the 
open, with the terrier at its heels, every 
man in the party opened fire, wounding 
the beast severely. It managed to get 
into a small jungle, however, and as by 
this time it bad fallen dark, the chase 
was abandoned until morning. 


At daylight it was found that the 


tiger had made its escape. Capt. Uur- 
ton determined to have the beast's ritin, 
and, accompanied only by the bull ter- 
rier, he set out on a hunt for the tiger. 


On the fifth day he was appealed to 


by some natives in a village about ten 
miles from J.ilaa to rid them of a tiger 
that had seized and mauled a man that 
day. It proved to be the Jaliia tiger, 
with a broken leg. The captain or- 
ganized a party, and with the bull ter- 
rier to scent the trail they started out 
to track the tiger down. 


That same afternoon the terrier 


drove the tiger out of some thick cov- 
er into a clump of bushes, and then fol- 
lowud into the bushes and closed with 
it. 
While they were holding council 


to determine bow to get the tiger out 
where they could shoot it, the terrier 
crawled out to them. The gallant little 
fellow was covered with cuts and blood. 
Capt. Burton washed the blood off with 
water from a canteen and gave him a 
drink. Then, before they could stop it, 
the dog darted back into the bushes and 
renewed the battle. 


Capt. Burton decided that the only 


way to keep the tiger from killing- his 
pet was to go into the bush after it, 
and he crept In, and, while therbeast 
was in the act of striking the terrier, 
be took a snap-shot that brought the 
man-eater down on the instant. The 
bull terrier was cue. -up eo badly that it 
was unable to move, bat it recovered 
from its .hurts, and Capt. Burton now 
gays there isn't money enough in India 
to buy the dog.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

is distinctly set forth in tho la- 
passed by Cougresg and is too plaiu to 
be disputed. In tho McKinloy tariff 
law of 1890 was the following section 
"Every contract, combination m the 
form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy, in restraint of trade or com- 
merce among the several states, or 
with foreign nations, is hereby de- 
clared to bo illegal." Any person 
engaging in such combination was to 
be deemed guilty of ^misdemeanor, and 
on 
conviction, fined not to exceed 


$0000, or imprisoned for not more 
than one jear, or both in the discretion 
of the court. The law containing tins 
most sweeping provision against trusts 
was passed in 1890 by a veto of 104 to 
142. Every vote lor it was Republican 
and every vote agaiust it, except two, 
waa Democratic. It passed tho Senate 
by a straight party vote of 40 to 29- 
The only bill ever passed by Congress 
in the direction of tearing up the 
trusts by tho roots, m every state in 
the union, and in every shape and 
form, received almost unanimous Re- 
publican support and almost nnanimoui 
Democratic opposition. 


'** 


In the next Congress the Democrats 


controlled both houses and proceeded 
to extend to the trusts tho greatest act 
of friendship they have ever received 
from any source. No one was more 
prominent in this dead than \Yilham 
J. Bryan, who was a member of the 
ways and means committee, and one 
of the framers and champions of the 
Wilson tarifi law of 1894. The \VUson 
law killed the complete and effective 
provision against trusts in tho Mo- 
Kiuloy law, substituting tho follow- 
ing section, which is of no practical 
use whatever: "Every combination, 
conspiracy, trust, agreement or con- 
tract is hereby declared to bo con" 
trary toipublic policy, illegal and void, 
when the same is made by or between 
two or more persons or corporations 
either of whom is engaged in import- 
ing any article from auy foreign coun- 
try into the Umticl States." The Me- 
Kmley law placed a heavy penalty 
upon trusts of every kind and everj- 
where m the United Sta.lxa, the Wil- 
son law ST,\opt this full safeguard awny 
aud limited tho penalty to importers 
along 
Mr. Bryan worked and talked 


for tho J\Yilson bill incessantly. He 
and hit, fellow Democrats in Congress 
tore down the wall that shut out 
trusts, and they came trooping in all 
over tho country as tho result o£ the 
Deinociatio overthrow of the law of 
18SO.

More than this, the Bi moorats in 


tho last Congress prevented the restora- 
tion of the provision against trusts 
in the present, or Dingloy, tariff law. 
The Republicans hnil no majority in 
the Senate and Democratic senators 
would not permit the anti-trust clause 
of the McKiuley law to be inserted in 
the Dingley law. 
The new Congress 


IB Republican in both branches. 
For 


tho firbt time since 1890 Republicans 
have tho power to put back into a 
tarifi law the section which they 
passed before and which declared all 
trust combinations, no matter what 
their form or location, to be illegal 
and subject to a fine of $5000 and ira- 
pn=OLment for one year. 
A com- 


parison of the MoKmley law of 
Ifa'JO 


and the Wilson law of 1894 will con- 
vince any investigator that tho Demo- 
cratic party, with Bryan ns one of its 
most prominent and zealous leaders, 
stepped in and saved the trusts at the 
most critical time in their history. 
The official evidence is within the 
reach of all, and it is incontestable.

She wooes and weds 
all right, assumes the entire care and 
support of the young family. The first 
matrimonial jar she has she turns to 
and kills her husband. Not content 
with killing- him, she eats him. 


"The female is the larger and strong- 


er of the two; they are simply gigan- 
tic epiders. I have seen those that 
measured 
six inches between 
the 


streteh of their legs. They are the ter- 
ror of man and beast. But there is one 
little animal of the insect family that 
wicked Mrs. Tarantula stands in as 
much dread of as man stands in dread 
of her, nnd that IK a big wasp that in 
Texas IB known by the name of the tar- 
antula hawk. The tarantula hawk has 
an exceedingly bad opinion of 
the 


tarantula. It will fly around over the 
head of the tarantula, make a light- 
ning-like dive down, get a good clutch 
of the monster spider, fly awny home 
with him, then all the tarantula hawk 
family sit down to sup, 


The tarantula hawk will not hurt 


men. On the contrary it is a blessing, 
and you never hear of a western man 
harming one of them. It is said that 
these Kio Grande cattle rangers are 
indebted for the tarantula hawk to an 
old New England professor, who, while 
down In that country in pursuit of his 
studies as a naturalist, was stung by 
one of these monster spiders nnd near- 
ly died, and would certainly have died 
nad it not been for the whisky flask 
of his guide. In that country where 
rattlesnakes, tarantulas and centipedes 
are so big and plentiful, no rancher 
leaves his house without his whisky 
flask. Shortly after the old professor 
left that part of the country, the 
rancher received a small box of these 
tarantulahnwks with instructions what 
to do with them. He turned the big 
wasps loose, they increased and multi- 
plied and now they are holding their 
own against their enemy, the taran- 
tula."—N. Y. Sun. 


A Cnlqne Duel. 


A parallel to that famous duel fought 


in t- darkened «hamber, in which one of 
the combatants fires up the chimney 
and unwittingly bags his opponent, 
who had taken refuge in that undesk- 
able retreat, is furnished in a duel 
which was .fought the other day at 
Bonn, on, the Rhine, between two foot- 
men. 
They quarreled in a beer house 


and eards were exchanged and the 
usual forms were observed, friends of 
both parties waiting on the other. The 
weapons wero to be pistols. But a curi- 
ous and altogether unusual condition 
was proposed and agreed to. Both com- 
batants were to be blindfolded. Th« 
duel took place as arranged, and it is 
not surprising- that three shots were 
9red without result. After that honors 
were declared satisfied. The persons 
who ran the greatest risk in tSie affair 


In the fiscal year 1S04 the total ex- 


ports of American produce and mer- 
chandise to Australia were of the value 
of $8,100,000; in ]893 they were $0,000,- 
000; 
in 1890 they were $12,700,000; in 


3897 they were $17,400,000, and in 1808 
they were $13,000,000, showing an in- 
crease of more than 100 per cent, in five 
yeaj-s, while the imports to the United 
States from Australia were less in IStlS 
than iu 1893, 169C or 18U7. These condi- 
tions seem unusual in view of the fact 
that Australia is an Knglish t-olony, tho 
chief mercantile business of which is 
done with the home country, and un- 
der trade and other conditions which 
are naturally more favorable to tho in- 
terchange of products, agricultural or 
manufactured, with England than with 
the United States. 


The chief item of American exporta- 


tion to Australia is petroleum, the 
average exportation of which to Aus- 
tralia from the United States amounts 
to about 15,000,000 gallons a year, 
though recently that sum has been ex- 
ceeded. The value of exports of Amer- 
ican petro)eu:u to Australia is now 
about $2,(JOi).000. A considerable item 
<5f exportation, and one in which the 
most marked increase is shown, is that 
of railroad cars anil carriages. 
This 


item has increased from $175,000 in 1804 
to $1,275,000 in 1S93. The trade in. to- 
bacco with Australia, is c-oneiderablej 
notwithstanding the proximity of the 
Philippine islands and Sumatra, in 
which line, tobacco is produced in abun- 
dance. 
The Ainerieaii trade with Aus- 


tralia amounts to more thnn $1,000,000 
a year in cigars and to aboiFt a quarter 
of a million dollars a year in leaf and 
smoking tobacco. 
Sewing- machines 


to the value of $300,000 a year are ex- 
ported to Australia and agricultural im- 
plements to tha amount of nearly $500,- 
000. This item of commerce has been 
steadily increasing of recent years. Tho 
Australian market for American ma- 
chinery has about tripled In three 
years. 
The expoi-t.ations of wire have 


increased 
since 16!i4 from 
1,975,000 


pounds to 13,000,000, and it may interest 
some of the critics of American com- 
merce in other countries to know that 
the trade with Australia In canned pro- 
"isions, other than dairy products, 
amounted to $05,000 in 1S93, nnd fell to 
$19,000 in 1895, and was only $9,800 in 
1898 
and does not seem likely to re- 


cover much, of the loss in the future. 


In live years American trade with 


Australia in leather goods has quad- 
rupled. 
In marble and stone it has 


tripled; in musical instruments it has 
n creased GO per cent.; in. timvare it has 
doubled; in clocks and watches it has 
more than doubled; in fishery products 
it has increased 7J per cent., the chief 
item of whicli is American canned ealm- 
ou. 
Quite a considerable item of 


American trade with Australia is in 
lamps and chandeliers, and since the 
large development of the American 
lumber industries upon the 1'acific 
coast there has been a very large in- 
crease in the cxportations from Pa- 
cilic ports to Australia of American 
planks and timber. 


The development of American trade 


in the Pacific and in Occanica through 
the acquisition of colonial possession 
cannot fail, it is believed, to add to the 
volume of American business with Aus- 
tralia, already increasing. 
The chief 


item of importation is now wool; oth- 
er imports from Australia into the 
United States are gold (in some years), 
hides, chemicals, -tin and coal, but there 
is practically no business done by Aus- 
tralia in manufactured articles with the 
United States, though Australia is on 
the highway of American commerce 
from and to the Pacific ocean ports.— 
N. Y. Sun.

SlBBteie Are Dedicated to 


According to *. lecture on Slam de- 


livered recently In London by John 
Banlctt, that Asiatic country 1ms mr-r- 
than its shuro of priests. The populu 
tion of Siam, be said, amounted to about 
6,000,000, and a curious feature was the 
large preponderance of Chinese, moic 
especially in Bangkok. 
The Chinese 


practically controlled all the trade and 
commerce of the place. There wer* 
hardly any Siamese mercharfts. 
One 


million of the people were in the priest- 
ihood. He had traveled up rU er through 
the main territory of Siam for a dis- 
tance of 330 miles, and during the jour- 
ney it had been absolutely impossible to 
{fet out of sight of a temple. In each 
temple there were from 10 to 300 priests, 
supported entirely by the people. Of 
the 1,000,000 priests only 300,000 were 
actively engaged. The remaining 700,- 
000 were passing through the priest- 
hood. Siam was a great stronghold of 
Buddhiizn, but the king was very tol- 
*rant of other religions. 


The Siamese government nut but lit- 


tle restriction on trade, and an ordinary 
foreigner could come and go all over the 
kingdom without a pabsport. 
The 


greater part of the trade in Bangkok— 
u* least 80 percent, of it — was brought 
there by ships flying the British flag 
A» far as the imports of the country 
Were concerned, there were great pros- 
pects of improvement, and the business 
•with Great Britain should be doubled' 
•within 2S years. The future of Siam cle- 
p»ndecl above all things upon the atti- 
tude and policy of Great Britain.

INCIDENT OF TEE REVOLTTIOK 


Refractorr Prisoners and flow They 


Were Subdued fcy an Irish- 


man'* "Una." 


During the war of the revolution stern 


justice was meted out to all persons oi 
Tory proclivities who made themselves 
.obnoxious to the robust Americanism 
which had begun to assert itself. Scant 
consideration—aud a rope—was gener- 
ality given to those wretches who, un- 
der the cloak of tory sympathy and loy- 
alty to the king, plundered and robbed 
their 
patriotic neighbors. 
Shortly 


after the revolution, a writer thus de 
scribed an incident which will te found 
of interest: 


"In the spring of 1778 we went down 


to Bethlehem and brought home our 
cattle that had wintered there. As we 
entered Albany on our return, we met 
in'State street a procession of novel 
character moving slowly up the hill. 
We perceived seven persons dressed in 
white, and soon learned that they were 
of that unfortunate class of disaffected 
men, 
who, to bad political principles, 


had sxkled crimes against society which 
even a state of \\arwouldnotjiiRtify. At 
Schodack they had distinguished them- 
selves by a series of desperate acts not 
to be patiently endured by the com- 
munity, and when they were taken pris- 
oners their fate deemed ine\itable. 
These men had been confined for some 
time in the city prison, and had once 
made their escape, hut only to enjoy 
their liberty for a few hours. Indeed, 
the whole city was under arms when we 
saw them moving to the fatal spot 
where they wrro to suffer. The public 
indignation wns also much excited by 
their conduct in prison, and the cir- 
cumstances attending 
their 
being 


brought to suffer the sentence of the 
luw. They were confined in the right- 
hand room of the lower story of the 
prison. The door of their apartment 
swung in a place cut out low er than, the 
le\ el of the floor. When the sheriff came 
to take them out he fonnd the door bar 
ricadcd. He procured a heavy piece of 
timber, with which he vainly endeav- 
ored to batter flow n the door? although 
he was assisted by some very athletic 
and willing Individuals. During theat- 
tempt the voice of one of the prisoners 
was heard threatening death to those 
who persevered in the attempt, with 
the assertion that they had laid a train 
of powder to blow up themselves and 
their assailants. Indeed, it was well 
ascertained that a quantity of powder 
had passed into their po^-scfnicn, but 
how could not be known. It was after- 
ward found placed under the floor and 
arranged to produce the threatened re- 
sult. 


"The sheriff could not effect his en- 


trance, while a crowd of gazers looked 
on to see the «nd of the singular con- 
test. Some one suggested the idea of 
getting to them through the ceiling 
and immediately went to work to ef- 
fect a passage by 
cutting 
a hole 


through. \Vliile this was going on the 
prisoners renewed their threats, with 
vows of vengeance, speedy, av,fill and 
certain. The assailants, however, per- 
severed, and, as I was informed and 
never heard contradicted, procured a 
fire engine, and placed it so ns to intro- 
iltice the hose suddenly to the hole in 
the ceiling, and at n signal inundated 
the room beneath. This was dexterous- 
ly performed. The powder and its train 
were in an instant rendered useless. 
Still, however, to descend was the dif- 
ficulty, ns but one person could do so 
at a time. The disproportion of physic- 
al strength that apparently awaited the 
first intruder, prevented for some time 
any further attempt. At last an Irish- 
man by the name of MeDole, who was a 
merchant exclaimed: 
'Gho me an 


Iiishman's gun, and I will go first.' 
He was provided instantly with a for- 
midable cudgel, and with this in his" 
iiand lie descended, and at the, same 
moment in which he stiuek the floor, 
tie leveled the prisoner nearest him, and 
continued to lay about him valiantly 
until the room was filled with a strong 


ty of citizens who came to his as- 


sistance through the hole in the ceil- 
ng. After a hard struggle they were 
secured, and the door, which had been 
barricaded with brick taken from the 
ireplace, was opened. 
"They w ere almost immediately taken 


out for execution, and the mob was suf- 
ficiently exuspoiated to have instantly 
taken their punishment into their own 
hands. The piisoners rcemed to me, 
,vhen moving up the hill, to wear an 
aspect of great gloom and ill nature. 
No one appeared to pity them, and 
heir own hopes of being released by 
some fortunate circumstance, as by the 
ntervention of the enemy, had now 
vanished forever. They arrived in a. 
'evv minutes at the summit of the hill, 
nd there, upon one gallows of rude 
instruction, they ended their miser- 
able lives." 


This execution took place on a spot 


.ow occupied by some of the harrdsome 
residences on the north side of Acad- 
emy Park.—Albany Arpiis.

This could be done without any great 
inconvenience to tho owners and it 
would moan a great deal to tbo aseo- 
cialion. Another thing that should 
je impressed upon the minds of tho 
•ublio is that we are not going to pay 
some factory o bonus of $15,000 to 
come in aud break np within a year. 
We will have bonds for our money and 
will thoroughly investigate the stand- 
ing and possibilities of all business 
firms before offering them extra in 
ducements to locate in Decatur. Tho 
man who owns several business rooms 
is naturally more interested than the 


man who owus none. He must have 
tenants for his rooms aud in order to 
save the tenant he must have bnsinesg 
brisk and the town alive to the ad 
vantages and necessities in a business 
way. / . 


'I believe in the organization that 


there should be committees appointed 
to attend thoroughly to the matters of 
looking ont for factories, etc., that are 
thinking of changing their location 
and for any new business interest that 
can be secured. There should be 
railroad commutes and several other 
sub-committees which will suggest 
themselves when the organization is 
effected."
